alkyl, R' is methyl, methoxy, cthoxy, amino, methylamino, dimcthylamino or mcthylthio, and

Claim 2 (previously presented): The method according to claim 1 wh^ein the warm-blooded 
animal is a human. 

Claim 3 (previously presented): The method according to claim 1 wherein the myeloma is 
resistant to conventional cytotoxic chemotherapy. 

Claim 4 (previously presented): The method according to claim 1 wherein overexpression of the 
multi-drug resistance protein pi 70 is observed. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The method according to claim 1 wherein the myeloma is resistant 
to a taxane[[,]] e.g., paclitax e l . 

Claim 6 (previously presented): The method according to claim 1 who-ein the disease is multiple 
myeloma.

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Claim 8 (currently amended): The method according to claim 7-JLcomp rising administering 
epothilone B weekly in a dose that is between about 0.1 to 6 mg/m^ for three weeks after an 
interval of one to six weeks after the preceding treatment.
